^ Playgroup 

Playgroup and Toddler Club parents were invited to meet their committee on 2?th June 
to discuss the future of the Playgroup. The attendance was extremely disappointing, 
but it was unanimously agreed that the fees will have to go up to 30p in September, 
whether we stay in the Church Centre or not. In the meantime the committee was urged 
to continue investigations about buying its own building. 

Toddlergroup 

Toddlergroup is an offshoot of the Playgroup and meets at the Church Centre on 
Monday and Friday afternoons from 1.45 - 3*15 during school term. We cater for 
children aged from 18 months (and walking) to whenever they are ready to start Play¬ 
group (which of course varies according to the individual child). V/e charge 15p per 
session and this includes a cup of tea for the mother and orange squash and a biscuit 
for the child, as well as use of the toys and equipment. We do not charge for an 
accompanying child, i.e. one of Playgroup age or a baby under 18 months. 

For the child, we aim to provide the opportunity to play with more things than 
are perhaps normally available in a single home, the chance to become accustomed to 
mixing with other children in a group, and also we hope that by attending Toddler- 
group regularly he or she will find the trnasition to Playgroup easier. For the 
mother, we hope that Toddlergroup is somewhere she can bring small children and 
reJax and chat with other mothers whilst the children are occupied.

Communal Aerial We are pleased to report that, following the report in last month's 
Newsletter, the problem over the maintenance of the communal aerial has been resolved. 

In fact, a maintenance contract is now being drawn up betv/een the Developers and the 
aerial engineers, so we hope that this will not occur again. 

Trees in the Village Park Our thanks to those residents who brought to our notice the 
removal of some of the willows in the Village Park by the building contractors. This 
was done with the Developers' permission, but according to them the contractors v/ere 
asked to remove and replant them v/ith care. It is clear that this instruction was not 
carried out, and the Developers have promised us that any trees which subsequently 
die will be replaced. 

^giravans It would appear from the number of caravans that appear in the Village from 
time to time that it would be in the interests of those residents who own vans to 
press the Developers for space to be made available somewhere in the Village where 
caravans could be stored. As residents are aware, the terms of their leases prohibit 

• he permanent storage of caravans on their property. 

We raised the question with the Developers some time ago, and their reaction 
then was to wait until the potential number of caravan-owners could be assessed, 
which would give some indication of the type and size of site required. 

We are shortly to have a meeting with the Developers and are prepared to raise 
the matter again if there is now a sufficient demand. Would any resident interested 
please drop me a line within the next 7 days, giving me name and address, the size of 
the caravan, and the main amenities that would in their view be essential (e.g. 
surrounding fence, water-supply, type of surface, etc.)
